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The Landing Stage, with its constant procession c 
boats and vessels, is probably one of the busiest places 
Liverpool. The former landing-stage was burnt dow 
1874 when the present stage, which measures nearly 2 
feet in length, was erected. Every convenience for 
accommodation of travellers, including telegraph -offie 
and waiting’ and refreshment rooms, is found thereon. 
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
